FUEL CONSUMPTION

It contains more carbons 
and more heat energy than regular 
facing fuel, and while this doesn't help 
create more power, it does allow you to 
Tun a leaner fuel/air mixture.

name of the game, there is another 
vital ingredient which we might call ''the 
ie of the name’’: sponsorship. 
Whether we look at Grand Prix teams, 
Grand Prix drivers, or Grands Prix 
themselves, it is impossible in 1988 to 
avoid the names of some of the world’s 
major corporations on cars, overalls, 
umbrellas, tablecloths, programmes, t- 
shirts and just about everything object 
that adorns a racing circuit. 
Australia’s own Grand Prix is perhaps the 
prime example of an event taken in hand 
byasingle sponsor — in this case, Fosters 
— to the extent that it is now 
synonymous with that company. The 
fact that Fosters have worked closely 
with former Formula One great, Alan 
Jones, merely lends weight to the 
argument that star names and star 
events are what the big boys want to be 
associated with, in the search for a 
Vehicle (and the pun is deliberate) that 
their own name to the attention 
of a watching and ever-shrinking world. 
Once thought of as the archetypal Aussie 
brew, is now a familiar part of the 
UK pub landscape and growing daily 
elsewhere. Not that this is entirely due 
to the impact of Grand Prix racing, as a 
certain Paul Hogan would be quick to 
Point out. But the importance of 
rmula One as an adjunct to corporate 
marketing cannot be denied, and the 
Gn ice the sport without the 
le oard effect’ is virtual 
unthinkable. , 
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This has not always been the case. Look 
at a picture of Grand Prix racing a mere 
twenty years ago and you will see not a 
solitary sponsor’s name on a car or a 
driver. Product names trackside, 
certainly: Dunlop, Shell, Valvoline and 
the like. But the credit (credit?) for 
taking this sport into the big commercial 
league goes to one team: Lotus, : 
The late and perspicacious Colin 
Chapman was behind this, as so many 
other innovations, in a year that marked 
a double watershed — 1968. In the first 
place, it took from us the great Jim Clark, 
Chapman's revered and peerless driver, 
killed in a footling rama ae Ls 
‘kenheim. Secondly, however, w 
Beeston of ‘Gold Leaf Team Lotus’ 
as that particular brand of cigarette 


heralded the age of sponsorship and 
paved the way for the superb-looking 
JPS Lotus cars that became one of the ;

For some, that was not so much the dawn.

For Data 
General, for example, sponsorship was 
Not just a question of throwing a bunch 
of money at an established team, but the 
creation of a ‘'strategic alliance” that 
allowed Tyrrell access to the most 
sopisticated CAD/CAM techniques and 
gave Data General the most intensive 
test-ground for their own research and 
development team. The possibility of 
VIP entertaining on circuits, the use of 
the team as a centre for staff incentive 
schemes, and the general energising of 
all concerned were worthwhile 
additional benefits. 
The attentive reader will have noticed 
one glaring omission from this picture of 
sponsorship activities: the cost Isn't it 
funny how people who are normally 
desperate to bring their cars, drivers and 
achievements to the attention of a 
waiting world suddenly go coy when the 
word money is mentioned?

Haas Formula One team, was asked how 
much he was willing to spend on this new 
venture, “Whatever it takes to put @ 
winner in the field", was the amiable 
reply, but sadly Beatrice never did that 
and they dispensed with Mr Dutt's 
services very soon after.

And what of Australia's chances of 
turning up a third world champion? 
precious few while the money goes into 
touring cars and middle-aged drivers. 
Perhaps CAMS, or rather Tim Schenken, 
could arrange for Stewart to address 
BHP's board, With more Australian 
companies going overseas the time could 
be riper than it was in the early 
seventies.

Today it should be easier since “decision 
makers" have been exposed to Fl thanks 
to the Adelaide round of the world 
championship. Perhaps Shell, which in 
the sixties had been prepared to back a 
young future champion through a couple 
of learning years, would consider some 
sort of scholarship which would give the 
lucky beneficiary say three years in 
England learning how to win in the big 
pool after the nursery down under. 

The scholarship conditions could be 
tough requiring full commitment but the 
rewards could be great not only for the 
lad but for Shell and for Australia. And 
the place to start looking for talent down 
under is not in touring cars but in karting 

it is crying out for acknowledgment 

and a hand. That Prost, Senna, Piquet 
and Mansell all came up through karting 
should be reason enough. 

Looking back at the golden years of 
British drivers it was Mike Hawthorn 
who kicked off for Britain winning in 
1958 driving Ferrari. He tipped Moss out 
by one point giving England's most 
famous racer his fourth consecutive 
runner-up spot. Brabham scored for 
Cooper in 1958 and 1960 without any 
help from Australia other than his native 
talent. Phil Hill broke the British 
sequence in 1961 when Ferrari was 
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better prepared for the 1.5 litre formula.

The team founded 
by Beppe Lucchini, a year old 
businessman and a former European 
Classic Car Champion, employed the 
services of Dallara, a respected Italian 
racing car manufacturer, to build the 


Grand Prix machine which, initially, will 
use the ubiquitous Ford-Cosworth 
engine. So, too, will EuroBrun, a new 
Grand Prix team, run by slot machine 
magnate Walter Brun from Switzerland 
but based in Senago, Italy. Brun, with 
vast experience in endurance racing, Wi 
rely on the Pavanello Euroracing team tc 
run two cars for Oscar Larrauri from 
Argentina and Stefano Modena from the 
Italian town of the same name. 
Modena, the 1987 Formula 
Champion, was invited to drive 
Brabham in the Australian Grand P 
last year as a stand-in for Riccard 
Patrese, deputising for the injured Nige 
Mansell at Williams. Modena, obsessive 
and superstitious, is highly regarded by 
those he has raced for. Patrese, of course. 
is one of the most experienced drivers in 
Formula 1 and just two Grands Prix wins 
for the Italian perhaps sum up an erratic 
career which masks a great natural 
talent spoiled, at times, by a lack of 
motivation i 

There have been times when Andrea de 
Cesaris’s enthusiasm has got the better 
of him, as beleagured mechanics at Alfa 
Romeo, McLaren, Ligier and Minardi w ill 
testify. Undaunted, the 28 year old from 
Rome has embarked on another season 
with yet another team, this time the 
fledgling Rial Racing effort run by
